BRIDGES’ REFUSAL 


T0 QUIT ONLY BAR 


T0 POLICE CHANGE 


Board Chairman Holds 
Key to Problem; Refuses 
Resignation Demanded 
by Mayor Despite Action 
of Other Four Members. 


PLANS ARE MADE 
FOR COUNCIL BODY 


Subcommittee Would Re- 
place Present Group Un- 
der Move Mapped to 
End Steady Wrangling. 


Councilman G. Dan Bridges, chair- 
man of the police committee, now holds 
the key to the solution of the. diffi- 
culties which have beset the group for 
many months. He, alone, yesterday 
remained adamant in his decision to 
refuse being replaced. 

Alderman William H. Joyner Satur- 
day followed the lead set by Council- 
men Alvin L. Richards and Horace 


M. Rantin, who acceded’ to the may- 
ors request that all members of the 
committee resign to pave the way for 
naming of a new committee without 

e danger of legal snarls. 

Councilman J. Allen Couch has ten- 
dered a provisional resignation, agree- 
ing to quit if the other four members 
of the committee also resign. Bridges’ 
resignation, it was pointed out yester- 
day, would automatically make 
Couch’s resignation éffective. 

Reiterates Refusal. 

Bridges yesterday, however, reiterat- 
ed his refusal to quit, declaring that 
he will fight to prevent being replaced, 
and Mayor Key remained firm in his 
demand that all members resign, say- 
ing that he believes this to be the 
only way in which harmony may be 
restored and the morale of the police 
department improved.

F. D. R. Is Said Far 
From Maine Victory 


NEW YORK, April 26.—It looks 
today as if Democratic Chairman 
James A. Farley will have to forego 
the psychological advantage of hand- 
ing Maine to President Roosevelt, 


when voters from the “way down 
east state go to the polls in Sep- 
tember—two months ahead of the rest 
of the nation. 

In American Institute of Public 
Opinion polls, Maine has been hug- 
ging the republican side, and is ac- 
tua ly the most overwhelmingly re- 
publican state in the Union. 

To carry Maine, as they would un- 
doubtedly like to, democrats would 
probably have to carry every one of 
the 47 other states first. In the in- 
etitute’s monthly polls on Roosevelt's 
standing, Maine has become progres- 
sively more republican, while the 
country as a whole has been edging 
toward Roosevelt:

Mesquakie Currency 
Off Sugar Standard 


TAMA, Iowa, April 26.—(4)— 
News that the Mesquakie Indians 
had taken their currency off the 
maple sugar standard spread today 
to the financial wigwams of the na- 
tion’s scattered redskin tribes. 

Devaluation or inflation had 
nothing to do with the move. 

Spring floods were responsible. 
They created a shortage of the sugar 
which long had been the Mesquak- 
ies’ principal medium of exchange. 

Reservation lowlands were under 
water this spring and by the time 
the Iowa river receded, maple trees 
had budded. It was too late to tap 
them for their prized supply of sap. 

What to use as an exchange com- 
modity for the soft buckskins, wild 
rice, cranberrtes, persimmons, porcu- 
pine’ quillé and other articles not 
produced on the reservation worried 
tribal leaders. 

Indian corn may find favor as 
the new money standard. The Mes- 
quakies had a good supply and knew 
it was wanted, particularly by the 
Chippewas in Wisconsin, who were 
confronted with a small crop and 
short growing season. 


LABOR 1S ADVISED 
10 AVOID POLITICS 


Green Exhorts Unions to 
Non-Partisan Policy in 
Presidential Campaign. 


WASHINGTON, April 26.—(#)— 
William Green urged all American 


| Federation of Labor unions today to 


adhere to the federation’s “tradition- 
al non-partisan political policy.” 

“For obvious reasons, labor should 
avoid division even in the pursuit of 
its politieal policies,” the federation. 
president said in a letter to all atf- 
filiated unions. 

“Such division can be avoided if 
working men and women, loyal to 
the American Federation of Labor, 
will refrain from identifying them- 
selves with any political movement 
designed to serve as a substitute for 
the non-partisan political policy of 
the American Federation of Labor.” 

Green's letter followed by several 
weeks a statement by George L. 
Berry, president-of the Printing Press- 
men’s Union, urging them to join 
“Labor’s Non-Partisan League.” 

Purpose of League. 

This league’s purpose, Berry said, 
was to “put A. F. of L. unions on 
the record for President Roosevelt.” 

They could not do this, he added, 
through the federation because of the 
federation’s non-partisan policy. 

John L. Lewis, president of the 
United Mine Workers, was one of 
those associated with Berry in form-

Before leaving New York the Presi- 
dent called by for a visit at the fam- 
ily home of hie son-in-law and daugh- 
ter, Mr. and Mrs. John Boettiger. 

Accompanied by his youngest son, 
John, a student at MHarvard, Mr. 
Roosevelt then motored to Hyde Park, 
traveling a moderate speed over the 
rain-covered roads. 

Mrs. James Roosevelt, the Presi- 
dent’s mother, also motored up from 
New York at the same time and pre- 
sided over family dinner this after- 


noon in the residence overlooking the 
Hudson. 
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HOUSE DEMOCRATS 


HINT OF REVISIONS 
IN REVENUE BILL 


Final Vote Expected Late 
This Week; Committee 
Contemplates No Proc- 
essing Levy Reversal. 


WASHINGTON, April 26.—(/)— 
Pointing the tax. bill into what may 
be the final day of general debate, 
house democratic experts talked today 
of making “important” changes before 
a final vote is taken on the measure 
late this week. 

They declined to disclose the altera- 
tions under consideration, but there 
were intimations that the changes. 
if the ways and means committee de- 
cides to press them, would be designed 
to improve the revenue-raising capacity 
of the bill. 

The committee’s own figures showed 
the $803,000,000 bill would fall $334,- 
000,000 short of the $517,000,000 in 
temporary revenue which the President 
requested over a period of three years 
to make up for the loss in federal in- 
come this year resulting from invalida- 
tion of AAA processing taxes. 

The President suggested new and 
broader processing taxes on agricul- 
tural commodities, but the committee 
scrapped the plan for bringing in 
$221,000,000 from this source. 

No Processing Levies. 


Chairman Samuel B. Hill, demo- 
crat, Washington, of the ways and 
means tax subcommittee which drafted 
the measure, said the changes, if any, 
would not involve any reversal of the 
agreement to omit processing levies. 

(To meet the cost of the new farm 
program and advance payment of the 
bonus, the bill is designed to bring in 
$620,000,000 through revision of the 
corporation tax system. Corporate in- 
come would be taxed under rates grad- 
uated accordins to percentages of in- 
come withheld from.distribution and 
the normal 4>-per cent ificome tax

Victim of Hit-Run Car Is 
More Seriously Injured 
En Route to Hospital. 


An Atlanta man, first struck by

The victim was William Early

Hyatt suffered a fracture of the 
left leg, above the knee, when he was 
struck by the hit-run car on Ridge 
avenue, near Pryor street, at about 
3:45 o'clock yesterday afternoon.

Hyatt Jr., 23, and Miss Frances 
Long, who were in the car, when he 
was struck.

City Honors Soldiers of Gray Host 


Who Wrote Undying Fame in B lood 


Last of Lee’s Legions Ride in Parade To Pay Tribute to 
Their Brothers-in-Arms as Descendants March 
Behind the Flag of United Nation.

The Stars and Bars and the Stars 
and Stripes which faced each other 
across the bitter fields of Shiloh, the 
Wilderness, Vicksburg and Atlanta 
yesterday waved proudly side by side, 
symbolic of a unified nation, as south- 
ern states paid tribute to their mar- 
tyred dead of ’61 to ’65. 

Through the canyons of the south’s 
Gate City, rang the blare of martial 
music and echoed the measured tread 
of marching men as later day defend- 
ers of the nation paid a full measure 
of respect to those men who fought 
and died for the ideals of a lost cause; 
heroes who exemplifed the finest prin- 
ciples of Americanism, expending their 
fortunes and spilling their blood in 
defense of a cause in which they be- 
lieved. 

The thrilling strains of “Dixie” were 
blended yesterday with the “Star- 
Spangled Banner” and “America” but 
gone was the proud rebel yell. In 
special coaches th: last surviving rem- 
nants of the great hosts of Lee, Gor- 
don and Jackson rode across the city

>to the final resting place of comrades 
who have gone to their last bivouac. 
Symbols of Proud Spirit. 

In their eyes as they waved to the 
cheering crowds who lined the route of 
march there shown that same proud 
spirit which carried them across blood- 
soaked field+ under bursting shell, but 
their bodies-were not. equal to the 
physical demands of the march. 

Applause and cheers greeted them 
as they passed in review and then 
for a moment there was silence as 
the spectators. remembered that now 
in Georgia there are less than 400 
of these heroes who remain and many 
wondered how many of those in the 
year to come before another Confed- 
erated Memorial Day would answer 
that last call of the Great Commander-

ROOSEVELT FACES 
TEST TOMORROW 


Pennsylvania Primary 
Finds President Sup- 
ported by Mine Vote. 


WASHINGTON, April 26.—(UP) 
President Roosevelt, having demon- 
strated his popularity in three mid- 
western states, carries his re-election 
campaign into~ Pennsylvania's presi-. 
dential primary this week to gauge 
his strength in the east against both 
republicans and democratic opponents. 

Mr. Roosevelt lost Pennsylvania to 
Herbert Hoover in 1932. In Tues- 


day’s primary, the vote he polls in 
comparison to that of Senator William 
EB. Borah, candidate for the republican 
nomination, may give some indication 
of how the state will go in the No- 
vember election. 

The Pennsylvania primary also pre- 
sents the first formal test of opposi- 
tion within his party to Mr. Roose- 
velt’s renomination, in the candidacy 
of Colonel Henry Breckinridge, New 
York attorney, appealing for support 
of conservative democrats who do not 
approve New Deal polictes. 

Massachusetts also will hold a pri- 
mary election Tuesday, but lack of 
any national contest makes it of sec- 
ondary importance. 

In addition to having the second 
largest electoral vote among. the 
states, Pennsylvania’s balloting will 
be indicative of how important a part 
the labor vote will play. Chairman 
James A. Farley, of the democratic 
national committee, has predicted the 
state will go democratic this year be- 
cause “John Lewis is with us.” 

Lewis, president of the United 
Mine Workers of America. has pledged 
the support of the thousands of Key- 
stone miners to the administration that 
gave it the Guffey coal act which reg- 
ulates trade practices, hours and 
wages in the bituminous branch of the 
industry. Whether this support will 
offset the conservative democratic op- 
position that has arisen to Mr. Roose- 
velt since 1932 may be reflected in 
the returns. 

Borah has not personally campaign- 
ed in Pennsylvania apd his most no- 
tible supporter there is former Gov- 
ernor Gifford Pinchot. 

In Massachusetts the two dem- 
ocratie senators, David I. Walsh and 
Marcus A. Coolidge and Governor 
James M. Curley head a slate of del- 
egates pledged to the President and 
republicans have entered an wunop- 
posed ticket of uninstructed delegates 
headed by former Secretary of the 
Navy Charles Francis Adams and 
Representatives Allen TIT. Treadway 
and John W. Martin. 

The capital was chary of comment 
on Mr. Roosevelt's New York speech 
last night. Many leaders were not 
available, and others declined com- 
ment.

CHAMBER AGENDA 


Capital Wonders If Group 
Will Vote Plan To Work 
With Administration. 


WASHINGTON, April 26.—(~)— 
Administration friends and _ critics 
leoked tonight to the annual conven- 
tion ofthe. Chamber of Commerce of 
the United..States-to see whether auy 
definite plan of working with the New 
Deal would be advanced to find new 
jobs for the unemployed. 

The unemployment question has 
been placed at the top of economic 
probleme to be discussed by the 
chamber delegates at their convention 
this week. 

Secretary Roper has been invited to 
present the administration’s views in 
connection with President Roosevelt's 
recent assertion that business and 
industry must absorb more of the 
jobless or face higher relief costs. 

The chamber’s side will be presented 
by Lewis Brown, president of Johns- 
Manville Corporation. 

‘Chamber leaders said a number of 
speakers were ready to criticize the 
administration not only on the un- 
employment and relief questions, but 
also on the tax program and other 
New Deal measures. How severe the 
criticism would be remained to be 
seen. 

Last year the convention wound up 
in an uproar against proposed decla- 
rations of relative friendliness to the 
New Deal, and finally turned out a 
program critical of virtually every 
administration measure. 

The convention proper does not con- 
vene until Tuesday. Tomorrow the 
national council, representing each 
of the chamber’s 1,500 local cham- 
bers and national trade associations, 
will meet for a business session. 

The American Trade Association 
Executives, an independent organiza- 
tion, will also meet tomorrow at the 


chamber’s headquarters to discuss 
problems more intimately related to 
them. 

Tuesday morning, Harper Sibley, 
president, will open the general ses- 
sion on the topic of “Principles of 
American Enterprise.” He is slated 
for re-election this year. 

The only address at the council 
meeting tomorrow will be made by 
Philip J. Fay, of San Francisco, vice 


president of the chamber for the west 
coast.

IN FRENCH VOTING: 
RUN-OFF DATE Stl 


Election Is Expected 

Generally To Have Lit- 
tle Effect on Issue of De- 
valuation of Franc. 


PARIS, April 27.—(Monday)—(?) 
The growth of communist strength in 
France began to show in late returns 
early today from yesterday's election 
for the chamber of deputies, and vic- 
tory for the leftist people’s front was 
predicted-in-next Sunday’s run-off bal- 
loting. 

Unofficial returns showed the com- 
munists had secured 10 seats, their 
number in the outgoing chamber, al- 
though an official count at 2:30 a. 
m., (7:30 p. m., Atlanta time), gave 
them only five. They made such a 
show of ballots in other districts 
where the issue was undecided that 
moderate observers forecast’ they 
would enter the new chamber having 
40 places. 

In many of the first 498 districts, 
the battles were so hot that candidates 
failed to obtain the necessary absolute 
majority, and only 155 were elected. 
Eyen some opponents of the leftist 
people’s front, of which the radical so- 
cialist' party is the strongest unit, 
said. they expected it would obtain a 
majority in the chamber following next 
Sunday’s runover. 

Three New Ones. 


Among the communists’ 10 seats 
were three new ones. The eight ,ain- 
ed five new seats.

| Gunman Is Tracked 
By Father, Brother 


CHICAGO, April 26.—(4)—The 
crime-fighting Reynolds—father and 
son—fingered triggers of sharp- 
shooting pistols today in grim 
search of a gunman they knew well:

HITLER MAY SEEK 
LANDS IN EUROPE 


Five Means Held Pas- 
sible for Germany to 
Regain Lost Colonies. 


BERLIN, April 26.—(4)—Opposi- 
tion disclosed in the British parlia- 
ment last week to a return of man- 
dated former German colonies to the 
reich confirmed today the views of 
many in Germany that a solution 
of the. German colonial problem must 
be realized by some other way than 


Whatever solution Adolf Hitler has 
in mind, it is known that he views 
the colonial problem not only in the 
light of raw materials but equally in 
land habitable for Germans as an out- 
let for the rapidly growing popula- 
tion. surplus, 

By process of elimination it can be 
stated that there is nowhere any talk 
of recovering Kiauchow from the 
Japanese. Whether or not a German- 
Japanese alliance exists, as is claimed 
again and again in foreign but de- 
nied in German quarters, the fact is 
that there seems to be a tacit agree- 
ment not to raise the question of 
Kiauchow again. 

Other Colonies. 

Nor is Samoa, also a German col- 
ony in pre-war days, spoken of. Those 
who demand a return of German col- 
onies mean Tanganyika, southwest 
Africa, Cameroons, Togoland, and, to 
a less degree, the former German 
possessions in the New Guinean group.

No Rain Hampers Ad- 
vance, a Factor Which 
Natives Expected To Be

DESSYE, Ethiopia, April 26,—(P) 
A tremendous Italian motor cavalcade, 
carrying 15,000 troops, roared out of 
Dessye at dawn today on the road to- 
ward Addis Ababa. 

The departure wae the apex of the 
Italian effort to conquer this African 
nation, and Italian officers hoped it 
would be the beginning of the fina] 
move in the war 

As the sun rose over the hills of 
Emperor Haile Selassie’s former head- 
quarters, more than a thousand trucks, 


each carrying 15 men, thundered out 
of Dessye. 

The entire white army column, it 
was indicated, will form the spear- 
head of the fascist thrust toward the 
negus’ capital. 

Native troops and other Italian sol- 
diere were already far down the im- 
perial highway on foot, . 
- Auxiliary trucks, to replace those 
which might break down, and tremen- 
dous quantities of supplies went out 
with the soldiers, as did machine guns 
and motorcycles. 

Most of Dessye’s population assem- 
bled to cheer the start of the Italian 
push to the south, Long lines of na- 
tives who have submitted at Italian 
headquarters watched the departure.

This is the 65th in a series of arti- 
cles dealing with Atlanta pastors and 
their services. Additional articles 
will appear on succeeding Mondays. 


The greatest need of our present 
world is a fresh, vital consciousness 
of the reality of God as the Father of 
us all, the Rev. S. D. Cherry, pastor 
of the Epworth Methodist church, de- 
clared in his sermon on “Christian 
Service,” yesterday. 


» He said, in part: 


“The great church of our modern 
day is a busy institution with its ma- 
chinery for the most part in _ fine 
shape, making an honest effort, no 
doubt, to adjust itself to our present 
civilization. Yet it appears in our 
anxiety to recognize and meet these 
conditions and properly relate our- 
selves to mankind we are in great 
danger of missing the mark. In the 
midst of organization we are losing 
sight of some of the fundamental needs 
of the individual life that makes the 
larger program of Christian service 
possible. Envyings and strife and 
countless other evil forces are taking 
their place in our lives, and crowding 
out the finer qualities—the Christian 
graces—essential to our. spiritual! 
growth and efficient service in His 
kingdom. 
Consciousness Needed. 

“As trite as the statement may ap- 
pear, the greatest need of our present 
world, and we may say of the church, 
is a fresh, vital consciousness of the 
reality of God as the Father of us 
all. No man can have such vision 
without impressing the world with it. 
Isaiah ‘saw the Lord’ and things he- 
gan to happen in his life and in the 
world around him. Gideon plus Je- 
hovah meant victory. David with his 
sling, and God, has thrown into our 
horizon the meteor of soul fire that 
has touched the hearts of millions. 
Martin Luther would have been un- 


known but for the word of the Lord 
that sounded in his soul as he climbed 
the ‘holy’ steps at Rome. John Wes- 
ley would have beén no more perhaps 
than a polished specimen of ecclesias- 
ticism had he not seen the power of 
the Lord revealed in the calm of some 
Moravian brethren on a storm-tossed 
ship. These and a host of others have 
gone forth in the world to demon- 
strate the power of God in human life. 
The world of our day needs to see 
just such power in the church. ‘And 
God is able to make all grace abound 
unto you.’ ‘Now unto Him that is 
able to do exceedingly abundantly 
above all that we ask or think, ac- 
cording to the power that worketh in 
us, unto Him be the glory in 
church.’ 
Realization of Need. 

“Realization of the world’s need, 
Isaiah said, ‘I dwell in the midst of 
a people of unclean lips.’ And sosdo 
we. Have these things become so com- 
monplace in our day until we take 
them for granted and they no longet 
impress us seriously? Jesus was al- 
ways concerned about such matters. 
Even in the high peaks of His min- 
istry there was always the cry of 
need that Jesus heard. Under the 
very shadow of the Mount of Trans- 
figuration were the afflicted son and 
the heart-broken father. The multi- 
tudes—He touched with -His divine 
ministry—too numerous to mention 
and undoubtedly He commends His 
program to us and expects us to ¢ar 
ry on. While He and His disciples 
gleaned a few sheaves, the great white 
harvest lay about them in full view, 
resonant with the Macedonian cry. 

“‘Who will go for us? That was 
Jehovah’s call that Isaiah had been 
unable to hear. There are millions of 
ears that should hear this great call 
today. Is it any wonder the Son of 


‘Man asked His disciples.to pray the 


Lord of the harvest that. He should 
send laborers into the field? It may 
be the ‘live coal from off the altar’

ou Airplane Sets Record 
By 74.84 Miles Per Hour Average 


LANGLEY FIELD, Va., April 2t.. 
(P)}—Ben King, sportsman pilot. of 
Washington, today flew his 439-pound 
Aeronca land plane over a- kilo- 
meter course at an average speed of 
74.84 miles per hour to establish a 
world’s speed record for ships of the 
fourth category over the distance. 

He made five trips over the 100- 
kilometer course from Langley Field 
to Barrett’s Point at the intersection 
of the James and Chicakahominy riv- 
ers, a distance of 310 miles for the 
entire flight. 

The mark was the first ever set for 
land planes of less than 440 pounds 
over a 500-kilometer course, ships of 
that weight having difficulty in carry- 
ing enough gasoline to cover the dis- 
tance. 

King made several alterations in 
his plane for the flight, installing ad- 
ditional fuel tanks which necessitated 
stripping the plane to bring it with- 
in the weight classification. The ship, 
a two-cylinder, 36-horsepower Aeron- 
ca, weighed 439 pounds empty. 

The flight was supervised by Na- 
than F.. Scudder, official timer for the 


» Federation Aeronautique Internation- 
ale and the National Aeronautic As- 
sociation, who sent the official baro- 
ee carried during the event to 

ashington, where it will be cali- 
brated. 

With the exception of strong cross 
winds which buffeted the small plane, 
ideal weather prevailed for the flight. 
Leaving the field at 6:11 a. m., King 
was aloft for four hours and 16 min- 
utes, returning for a landing at 10:27. 
He said the gusty winds made it 
difficult for him to hold the course 
and described the flight as one of the 
“bumpiest” he had ever made. 

King now holds seven world rec- 
ords and is virtually assured of the 
eighth. The barograph of his altitude 
flight here last Friday is being cali- 
brated by the Bureau of Standards, 
but an unofficial chéck showed that 
he climbe@ t« 19,700 feet to better 
by more than 2,000 feet the record 
now held by France for this type 
plane. 

Six of his records are for seaplanes 
of two classifications and two for 
light land planes.

PARENTS CENSURED 

American parents aré being held 
responsible for derelictions of ado- 
lescents of both sexes, and petty 
offenses of youth which later de- 
velop into a criminal career. 

An outstanding authority who 
makes this accusation is J. Edgar 
Hoover who, in an article recently 
published in The Constitution, said 
crime was costing the United 
States $15,000,000,000 yearly. In 
the course of his article the direc- 
tor of the Federal Department of 
Justice’s Bureau of Investigation 
says: - 

I have said that crime begins at 
home and that we are doing nothing 
—comparatively nothing—to protect 
that home. My proof comes from the 
fact that 20 per cent of our crime 
is committed by persons not old 
enough to vote, by those not even out 
of their “teens,” by those who are 
not even past high school age and 
who should still be under the active 
management and responsibility of the 
heme. Yet, we of the enforcement, 
find these children stealing automo- 
biles; we find them committing al- 
most a thousand murders a year; we 
find that there are tens of thousands 
of burglaries and larcenies perpe- 
trated by boys and girls who, in any 
other generation, would have been un- 
der the discipline of vigilant parents. 
I find courts jammed with youthful 
defendants and equally crowded with 
parents and friends of those parents, 
determined only upon one course— 
that of getting their boy or girl, as 
they call it, “out of trouble.” 

Judge J. M. Braude, of the Chi- 
cago boys’ court, has no patience 
with parents who throw hysterics 
when their children get into a jam 
with the law, and he almost para- 
‘phrases Mr. Hoover’s denunciation 
of negligent parents when he says: 


Parents of boys who find them- 
seives in this court are morally if 
net criminally responsible for their 
delinquency. I feel like saying to 
thes: parents, “This is just what you 
fhad coming to you. You have had 
this boy 17 years. You have made a 
failure of the job. Now let us see 
what we can do with him in 60 days.” 


Judge Braude. holds that parents, 
without snooping,. should show an 
interest in what their children are 
doing in their leisure hours, check 
on the stories they tell of what 
they are doing, investigate their 
companions, and make it a matter 
of grave concern when they come 
home under the influence of liquor.

DUPLICATE INDIGNATION ‘WASHINGTON, April 26.—One New 
2 ee pee Deal publicity agency is apparently 
reaching for.a new low on the decline in propaganda trickery. 

Some students of propaganda methods here have long suspected that 
not all the letters to the editors appearing in newspapers out. through the 
country are written by the persons who sign them. . No evidence of or- 
ganized ballyhoo through this device existed, however, until the Federal 
Housing Administration last week got caught at it. é 

The largest Washington newspaper published last Thursday in good 
faith a rather indignant letter from the local housing directer. At least 
it was signed by J. Reilly Stanton, who is the director. He challengéd 
what he said were the inaccuracies about the FHA, appearing in a ‘‘News 
Behind the News’ column in that paper. | 

The same indignation was expressed in exactly the same 500 words 
in a letter received by the largest Brooklyn newspaper the same day, 
but this was signed by Thomas G. Grace, director of FHA, state of 
New York, 

Such a phenomenal duplication of word and thought might have been 
a miracle, but the next day the third exact duplicate arrived in the office 
of the largest Syracuse paper, signed by Roy S. Smith, director, Albany 
district, FHA. And then along came letter No. 4, to a St. Louis newspaper. 

None of the four gave credit for authorship to anyone except himself. 
Nor did any of them suggest that the plagiarism was a form letter from 
national headquarters here which was to be disguised by the directors 
as a personal letter and sent to a local editor. 


FIGURES AND FACTS 1 The first two paragraphs of the letter will 


give you a complete and fair understand- 
ing of its impartiality: 

“Dear Mr. (name of editor):. 

“I would like to point out several inaccuracies in a recent column 
published in the (name of newspaper) by Paul Mallon, of 
Washington. 

“4. Mr. Mallon says that the aggregate of mortgages accepted for 
insurance by the Federal Housing Administration was only 10 per cent of 
the total of all mortgages made during 1935, and that, in other .words, 
the private mortgage market ‘stimulated itself nine times as much as the 
government stimulated it.’ He apparently does not know that of the 
$1,700,000,000 total urban home mortgages made during 1935, accord- 
ing to the Federal Home Loan Bank Board’s estimate, loans by the Home 
Owners’ Loan Corporation (government funds) aggregated 48 per cent, 
leaving less than $900,000,000 handled by private lending institutions 
and individuals, of which $170,000,000 would be approximately 20 per 
cent, although the mortgage phase of the Federal Housing Administra- 
tion operations was active only during the last nine months of the year.” 

The simple facts are that the original figures were .accurate. They 
were taken from FHA’s own annual report. In that report the FHA 
placed great stress upon the fact that it had made commitments for 
$170,000,000 of mortgages in 1935, but it neglected to mention that 
hidden in a table at the back of the report was the disclosure that it had 
received income from only $95,000,000 of new mortgage appraisals. In 
other words, it made only $95,000,000 of new mortgages that year, an 
amount which is 103 per cent of the total privately financed. The res 
were commitments. 

Thus, the $95,000,000 figure is the real one, the $170,000,000 the 
ballyhoo one. The FHA is not in business to make commitments, but 
mortgages, and will be judged on that basis, 

The remaining paragraphs of the letter are in the same varicose vein. 


ADVANTAGES Publicity men will recognize the advantages of the 

disguised local fetter-to-editor propaganda method. 

If press agents want to correct published mistakes, they generally.go 

to the author of the mistake, or they issue a general public statement 

setting forth the true facts. However, these courses require'a denier to 

assume responsibility publicity for what he says. An opportynity exists 

for the facts to be checked. The denial will not be made unless justified. 

_ In the new method, however, such cumbersome procedure is avoided. 

Furthermore, no one will ever tind out that you are pulling the wool on 
a national scale, unless you happen to get caught. 


POSSIBILITIES Wider possibilities exist in this new field of mis- 
education of the public mind. Effective variations 


of the same method could be used with AAA, WPA, HOLC, CCC and, in 
fact, every agency of government which employs local agents out in the 
field, provided that these agents are physically able to sign their names 
to whatever form propaganda letters are drawn up at headquarters, in 
Washington.

“She has worked like a dog 
to attain her present position on the 
screen, and has developed from a girl 
without any particular background 
into a woman of poise, culture and 
charm.”

Brown pulled the tape and when the 
stars grinned at the mechanical meet- 
ing, the cameras turned over. A per- 
fect “take’’ resulted. 

During the shooting of “Anna Ka- 
renina,” Garbo complained she didn’t 
feel well. Instead of sending her 
home, Mr. Brown sent for a medicine 
ball and held up shooting for 15 
minutes. while he and Greta tossed 
it back and forth. 

“Garbo-is a very unhappy woman. 
She still loves John Gilbert,” said the 
man who directed them in their first 
picture together, “The Flesh and the 
Devil.” “I'll never forget the sin- 
cerity of their lové-making. I doubt 
whether she will ever recover from 
the shock of his death.” 


Unlike Joan Crawford, who does 
her best work when friends are pres- 
ent, Garbo discourages all visitors to 
the set on which she is working. 

“In spite of this, there is no other 
actress as popular with her cast. 
Reggie Owen, for example, would 
sooner play a bit in a Garbo pieture 
than a- large part with anyone else. 

“Greta is one of the few punctual 
women I have directed,” Mr. Brown 
continued. “She is ready on the min- 
ute at 9:30 each morning, made-up 
for work—and leaves on the split sec- 
ond at 5.

“The word ‘slavery’ has been used 
as a catchword,” he declared, “to prej- 
udice the world against the cause of 
the Confederacy.” Judge Goodrich 
termed the manner in which it had 
been used a “perversion of history.” 

The north, he pointed out, did not 
free its slaves, but sold them to the 
south when they became unprofitable 
in the colder industrial sections. 

“Slave labor was discontinued in 
the north,” said the judge, “because 
it was unprofitable.” 


Slavery Less Undesirable. 


The south, he continued, was later 
unable to dispose of its slaves by 
sale as the north had done and was 
faced with a problem which indicated 
that the condition of slavery was less 
undesirable than were the dangers of 
liberating the negroes, 


_ Declaring that the north had prof- 
ited greatly by one of the greatest 
evils of slavery, the slave trade, Judge 
Goodrich declared that Peter Fan- 
euil, who built Faueuil Hall, called 
the “cradle of American liberty,” de- 
rived his vast wealth from the slave 
trade. 

“Virginia was the first state to pro- 

hibit slave trading within its bord- 
ers,” the judge said, declaring that 
the state of Georgia was the first 
to incorporate the prohibition with- 
in its organic constitution, doing this 
in 1798. 
: “The real cause of the war,” the 
Judge declared, “was sectional hos- 
tility between the commercial and in- 
dustrial north and the agricultural 
and agrarian’ south. 

“Secession was forced,” he said, “by 
systematic and persistent efforts on 
the part of the north to deprive the 
south of equality in the Union. 


Soldiers of a Lost Cause. 

“History, as a rule,” said the judge, 
“has done justice to southern valor. 
These old veterans who still linger in 
our midst, and their comrades in the 
ranks of the gray, wrote a record in 
the annals of war, which eannot be 
successfully misrepresented—Robert 
E. Lee has taken his’ place by the 
side of Marlborough and Wellington 
as one of the greatest generals of 
the English speaking race, and the 
private Confederate soldier in his 
ragged gray jacket, has stepped proud- 
ly into history as the most intense 
type of soldiership that the world has 
ever known. 

Then there echoed across the rows 
of white stones the clear notes of the 
bugle as taps were sounded.

WHEN TO BID A SUIT RATHER 
THAN ONE NO-TRUMP. 


When holding the necessary re- 
quirements in honor tricks and dis- 
tribution for an opening bid in no- 
trump, the no-trump bid should be 
preferred even to a biddable suit. 
This applies only to 4-3-3-3 hands. 

On hands which are somewhat too 
strong for a one no-trump bid (about 
five plus honor tricks or five honor 
tricks with seven or eight honor 
cards) and not quite strong enough 
for two no-trump, a suit should be 
bid in preference to one no-trump. 


For example, bid one club with:

Pseudo Throw-in Play.

YOUR FIGURE, MADAME”

KEEP YOUR THROAT LINE 
YOUNG. 


It’s not how many years have pass- 
ed over your head, it’s how many your 
throat line had chronicled. If you 

wish to keep 
your age indefi- 
nite (and don't 
we all), then 
keep your chin 
up. :

IDA JEAN KAIN. When the head is 
inclined forward the result is either 
a fold of soft flesh under the jaw line, 
or horizontal underchin creases, ex- 
posing calendar age to the minute. 

If your throat troubles come single, 
double or in a series, there are two 
things you must do now to restore 
a lovely line: Exercise the throat 
muscles and correct the carriage of 
the head. Exercise will erase the 
creases and dissolve the double chins, 
while holding the head up will ward 
off the chin troubles. 

In youth, the muscles are round 
and firm and fully support the tis- 
sues to a smooth covering. Since the 
throat muscles get less exercise as 
time goes on, they atrophy and the 
result is chin sag and creepy throat. 
Don’t despair! Persistent exercise 
will tone these muscles and gradual- 
ly firm the tissues. 

Use muscle oil or skin food if you 
wish, but don’t expect miracles of 
them. Both are excellent when back- 


ed with muscular exercise. Apply the 
oil warm, or pat in nourishing or tis- 
sue cream and leave on while exercis- 
ing. The home-made preparation 
given in a previous article is made 
by adding one part mineral oil to two 
parts melted cocoa butter. Cleanse 
the face and throat and apply the 
warm oil with cotton. 

Now, you are ready for exercise. 
The following~exercise, correctly per- 
formed, uses both throat and jaw 
muscles : 


Thrust the chin out, then pull up- 
ward with the lower lip until you feel 
the muscles tense ra firm. Count 
20 slowly, while pulling lip upward 
and continuing tension of the muscles. 
Hold. Relax all muscles gradually. 
Repeat exercise only three times. 

Any measure that stimulates circu- 
lation will improve the line. Brisk 
rubbing with a rough towel, daily use 
of a flesh brush and slapping cold, 
cold water under the chin every morn- 
ing all help to arouse circulation and 
beautify the throat. However, these 
measures are only secondary to ex- 
ercise, which is absolutely necessary 
to bring the muscles back to full tone 
and vigor. 

If your double chin is an accessory 
to overweight, subtract calories to re- 
move fatty tissue and exercise to 
tighten the skin and prevent flabbi- 
ness. 

Underweights with depleted, 
scrawny throats must have more 
calories to bring the weight to nor- 
mal, but specific exercise is necessary 
to increase circulation and better 
nourish the tissues. 

It takes time and persistence to re- 
store a throat line and correct head 
carriage to keep it lovely.
